Chairman's) First and Only Es- 
timate Gives Big Electoral 
Vote to President. 


SENATE AND. HOUSE -ALSO 
Chairman Willcox Says Hughes will 
Have 100 Majority at Least 
in Electoral College. 





Vance C.. McCormick, Chairman of.the 
Democratic National Committee, issued 
last night what he said was his.first and 
only. estimate on the _national election. - 
He predicted that President Wilson‘ 
would be re-elected by ‘a popular peer 
ity and a majority in the Electoral Col-! 
lege. - He also predicted that the Demo- 
erats would have a majority in the Sén- | 
ate and House of Representatives. : 

Chairman William R. Willcox of the 
Republicari National Committee . also 
issued a preliminary statement, in which 
he predicted. that Hughes will have a 
majority of at least 0 votes in the 
Blectoral College. 

Mr. ‘McCormick's ‘estimate. was that 
the President would have 3864 electoral 
votes, or 98 more than enough: He also 
classed 62 votes as ‘‘ probably Demo- 
cratic,’’ and put 45 more in the: doubt- 
ful column. “The States that ‘‘ looked to 
be Republican,” he said, were only six 
in number, with 70 electoral votes. He 
said thgre was a probability of President 
Wilson getting 416 votes in the Elec- 
toral College, and a possibility that the 
number may be swelled, to 461. 

Chairman McCormick classified the 
States . into four groups, ° Democratic, 
probably Democratic; doubtful, and Re-

Sefior Bonillas reminds you more of a 
New England business man than a for- 
eign diplomat. He speaks English without 
the trace of a foreign accent: Occasion- 
ally. his. conversation is tinged with 
slang. But he betrays himself when he 
begins to tell about the achievements of 
the Constitutionalists. It is then that he 
shows his Latin spirit and his patriotism 
and leve for Mexico. - 

During the days of. revolution, ‘tien 
Franciseo Villa and Emiliano Zapata ran 
loose, Sefior Bonillas was compelled to 
keep the telegraph lines working con- 
stantly. Upon telegraphic -communica- 
tion. the success of many a bat- 
tle. It was a big task, for bands of ma- 
rauders continually endangered the lines, 
but he was equal to it. Not only that, 
but as soon as the Constitutionalists con- 
quered new territory it. was necessary 
for Sefior Bonillas to establish and main- 
tain service there. Thus his task grew 
more difficult as -the revolution pro- 
gressed, and finally he was led to estab- 
lish a system of wireless telegraphy that 
extended all over Mexico. 

“At the present time,”’ said Seiior 
Bonillas, “ there: is a complete system of 
telegraphic communication with all por- 
tions of the republic, even its most re- 
mote parts; and this has been the ease 
for many months. The last State to be 
added to the long list is. Morelos, where 
Zapata had been in control for some time. 
He was recently driven out-by General 
Pablo Gonzales. The overwhelming im- 
portance of such a system was denion- 
strated during the revolution.

Seribner’s Sons. Admiral Fiske takes 
up the urgent need of genuine pre- 
paredness in our navy in th8rough fashion, 


and arrives at his belief that naval strat-~ 
egy arid. moving pictures may be har- . 


négsed together by the following sequence 
of thought: 

Not ships, nor guns, nor men, but 
strategy is the pgime -reqnisite for suc- 
cessful naval warfare. Strategy must be 
worked out in peace times, long before 
the outbreak of ‘war, in order to insure 
victory. The best way to develop naval 
styategists in peace times is through in- 
tense cultivation of the “ Kriegspiel,” the 
famous “ war game” played much in the 
manner of chess by German army officers 
ever since the days of von Moltke, and 
introduced a few years ago among the 
officers of the German Navy by Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. A’ good way to carry the 
method a step ahead is to “film” the 
various moves ip a given “ Kriegspiel ” 
problem and project them on a screen, in 
order that they may be more easily un- 
derstood by audiences composed of Amer- 
ican naval officers. . 

Those who have made a study of Ger- 
man military methods know the tremen- 
dows importance attached in Germany to 
the “ Kriegspiel,” which, with its infinity’ 
of complicated problems, resembling as 
nearly as -possible those which would 
confront-léaders in actual warfare, is 
constantly, played. by German officers, 
The problems are propounded to them 
for solution, their solutions criticised. by. 
experts on the General Staff exaétly as 
examination papers of students are 
marked by teachers, and the results care- 
fully -docketed and filed away for ref- 
erence. :, Since the great success attained |

“Movies” and“ War Game’ as Aids to Our Navy. — 


Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske Advocates Combining Former 
with Famed ‘Kriegspiel’ to Develop American Naval Strategists 


France in 1870-1871—successes largely 
attributable to the “ Kriegspiel ” system 
ef education introduced by von Moltke in 
Germany—other nations have adopted 
the idea to such an extent that now 
“ Kriegspiel ” ig played in every country 
with an up-to-date military establish- 
ment. ay : 
It was that epoch-making American 
book, “ The of Sea Power on 
History,” by. Captain Mahan, which 
turned the thoughts of Kaiser Wilhelm 
to the importance af the control of tle 
sea, saya Rear Admiral Fiske, and that 
caused him, with true German rever- 
ence for method, to transfer to the Ger- 
man Navy, the army method of training 
strategists. 3 

Admiral Fiske outlines the history of 
the “war game” as follows: 


Until about fifty years ago it was only by 
experience in actual war, supplemented by 
laborious study: of the campaigns of rhe 
great commanders, and the reading of books 
on strategy which pointed out and expounded 
the principles involved in them, that one 
“could arrive at any clear idea of strategy. 

But wars have fortunately been s6 infre- 
quent, *the information about them has ofteh 
been so conflicting, and so many results have 
been dhé to chance that in default of exper!- 
ence the mere reading of books did not lead 
to very satisfactory results, except in the 
case of geniuses; and, therefore, war prob- 
lems and war games were devised in which 
the various factors of Material and personnel 
were represented and made as true to life as 
possible, : as 

The tactical games resulting, which naval 
strategists now play, employ models of the 
various craft wsed in war, such as battle 
ships, submarines, €¢., and are governed by. 
rules that regulate the siovements of those 
craft on a Soft of: big cliessboard, several 
faet square, that represents an areca of water 
several miles square. The’ strategic gamcs 
and problems are based on Principles similar 
to those on which the tactical games are 
based in the gense@ that actual operations are 
carried on in miniature, but naturally the 
strategical operations cover several hundred 
miles, and sometimes thousands. Ss 

The aim of beth the tactical and the 
strategic games is to determine as closely as 
possible the laws that decide victory or de- 
feat; and therefore, for: any. country, the 
material, personnel and operations it should 
employ. Naturally the: results obtained are 
not quite so convincing as those of actual 
war or battle; but they. m 
than can be € 
tions .6f the game-bogra that

portunities for studying with full knowlédge 
the actual campaigns of great strategists, by 
working out  hypottietical, tactical, and. 
strategic problems. 

Von Moltke succeeded in devising such a 
system and in putting it into successful oper- 
ation. Hypothetical problems were prepared, 
in which enemy forces were confronted with 
each other under. “given circumstances of 
weather, terrain, and distances, each force 
with its objective known only to itself: For 
instance, you are in command of such and 
such a@ force at such and such a place; you 
have received orders to accomplish such and 
such a purpose; you receive information that 
the enemy, comprising such and such troops, 
was at a certain time at a certain place, and 
marching in- a certain direction. What do 
you do? $ . 

Classes of army officers were formed, and 
compelled to work out the problems exactly 
as boys at school were compelled to work 
out problems in arithmetic. The skill of in- 
divid officers in solving the problems Was 
noted and recorded; and the problems them- 
selves, as time went on and experience wad 
gained, were made more and more to con- 
form to probable “Situations in future wars 
with Austria, France, and other covhtries, 
actual maps being used, and the exact. na- 
t »nd_--menitude of every’ factor In. each 
problem being precisely stated.

Admiral Fiske then takes up the revo- 
lutionary change in German foreign pol- 
icy caused by Mahan’s book on sea power, 
which turned the minds of the Kaiser* 
and his people to the tremendous im-~ 
portance ef controlling the maritime 
highways of the world. . He writes: 

The strategicafly trained mind of William 
grasped at once the situation laid bare by- - 
Mahan; and his military’ training léd him 
to. quick decision: and. prompt action. The 
necessary machinery was soon set in motion, 
with the amazing result that in twenty years 
the German Navy became the second in ” 
power and perhaps the first In efficiency 
fin the world.

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THE CHANGING TIDE OF IMMIGRATION 





F. J. Warne’s Thoughtful Study of a Subject That 
Has Recently Developed Many 
Interesting Features 


THE TIDE OF IMMIGRATION. By.Frank Julian 
Warne. New York: D. Appleton @ Co. 


R. WARNE'S title is well chosen. He 
M compares the tide of immigration 


with the manifestations of the} 


mighty ocean tide. Its flow and its ebb, both 
clearly defined, are subject to the laws of 
economic science just as the movements of 
the ocean tide are governed by the laws of 
physical science. ‘ Immigration,” he says, 
“has not only its Spring, tide and its annual 
ebb but also its néap tides, its flood tides, 
its tidal waves, and its overflows and inunda- 
tions. It has its tide channels by means 
of which it gains entrance to this country. 
Tt has its ‘tide gates, its tide rip, its tide 
mills. its tide basin. There have been de- 
veloped tide tables and tide dials, and also 
tide gauges, by means of ch we are able 
to measure its volume at any particular time 
or over a period of years or decades; to 
learn of its racial, océupational, age, and 
sex composition: to know its geographical 
distribution within the country, and to be- 
come familiar with its other charactertatics."’ 

The analogy is excellent. Mr. Warne pro- 
ceeds to elaboraté, to trace the tide from its 
source, to follow its movement, to gauge its 
velocity, and to appraise its effect upen our 
economic and social life. Hig qualifications 
for this task are based on the fact that he 
served as special expert ‘on foreign-born 
population in connection with the Thirteenth 
Census and also as Secretary of the New 
York State Commission of Immigration. He 
uses many charts and. diagrams to drive 
home his points. 

According to the last cengus, the foreign- 
born people in the United States nuthbered 
13,500,000. During the last decade the reser- 
volr of Europe has been drained to the ex- 
tent of more than a million immigrants an- 
nually, and there is ample evidence to show 
that the inflow hag fast outstripped this na- 
tion's powers of assimilation. Now that the 
European wac has temporarily checked the 
tide, Mr. Warne believes that the present 
is an opportune time to consider the prob- 
lem of immigration—“ to put our house in 


order.if we find it being: disordered by im-- 


migration.”’ 
It is a common belief, and one with which 
we Americans flatter ourselves, that aliens

THE NATURAL HISTORY MUSEUM. 

President Henar Farrrimtp Osporne 
of the American Museum of Natural 
History explains in detail, in an inter- 
view reported in The Magazine Section 
of Tum Sunpayr Tres today, the need 
of thé immediate construction of the 
southeast wing and court of the 
museum building on Manhattan 
Square. The plans for this handsome 
and commodious addition to the group 
of buildings already finished have 
lately been completed after four years 
of caréful study, When It {@ finished, 
many of the valuable collections of 
the museum, which have increased 
greatly since the last building, the 
southwest wing, was completed in 
1905, can be taken out of the storage 
rooms and placed on exhibition under 
suitable conditions.
